FART I. 

Report of Commissioners appointed under the Land Law Aot of 1881. 

We, the Commissioners appointed under the provisions of the Land Law (Ireland) Act, 
1881, beg to submit to your Excellency this Report of our proceedings during the 
twelve months euded on the 21st of August, 18S8, at which date the term of seven 
years for which the Land Commission was originally constituted terminated. The 
Commission has, however, been continued by the 51 & 52 Vic., cap. 38, to the 31st 
December, 18S9. 

The Land Law (Ireland) Act, 18S7, which received the Royal Assent on the 23rd 
August, 1887, has had an important bearing on our labours during the year under 
review. That Act not only introduced alterations in the general law as it affected 
the relation of landlord and tenant, but it admitted to the benefit of the Act of 1881 
lessees of agricultural holdings as defined by that Act, where the lease existed at the 
passing of the Act of 1881, and was for a term which would in ordinary course expire 
within ninety-nine years from that date. Certain lessees for lives existing at the date 
of the passing of the Act of 1881 with or without concurrent terms for years, were also 
included within the enactment. The period within which applications under the Act 
should be made was limited to two years from the 23rd August, 1887. 

On the 27th day of August, 1887, four days after the Act received the Royal 
Assent, we published the rules and forms we were authorized to prescribe for giving 
effect to its provisions. The number of leaseholders who, under the provisions 
referred to, applied to be declared present tenants and to have rents fixed was, up to 
the 22nd August last, 25,521, of whom 28,077 applied to the Land Commission and 
2,444 to the Civil Bill Courts. The number of Leaseholders who applied during 
the same period to be declared present tenants, but who did not seek to have a rent 
fixed, was 410. The total number of applications by Leaseholders during the year was 
therefore 25,931. 

The Act of 1887 also contained an important provision, in substance securing to 
file tenant that the judicial rent when fixed should be the rent payable from the gale 
day next after the date of the application. Under the Act of 1881 the judicial rent 
(except in the case of those tenants who applied to the Court on the first occasion of 
its sitting) commenced to run from the galo day next after the date of the order fixing 
the rent. The result of this alteration in the law was to attract into Court a large 
number of yearly tenants desirous to secure the benefit of the provisions referred to. 

Accordingly not less than 40,052 Originating Notices were served duriug the 
period under review, of which 3,055 applications were entered in the Civil Bill 
Courts. The total number of Originating .Notices served during the year ending 22nd 
August, 1888, in the Court of the Land Commission was 00,074, and in the Civil 
Bill Courts was 5,499. Of the latter 1,689 were transferred to the Land Commission 
—thus making the total number of cases to be dealt with by the Commission, and 
entered during the year 62,303. 

On the 22na August, 1887, there remained 11,427 undisposed of cases on the books of 
the Commission which, with the entries during the year as above-mentioned, make an 
aggregate number of 73,790 case-s. 

B 
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Shortly after the passing of the Act it became manifest that the staff of Assistant 
Commissioners should be strengthened. On the 22nd August, 1887, the number of 
lay Assistant Commissioners was 16, of whom seven were gentlemen who had been 
appointed in the year 1881, and four legal Assistant Commissioners, of whom three 
had been also appointed in the same year — in all 20 Assistant Commissioners formed 
into four Sub-Commissions. During the vacation, on the Gtli September, 1887, two le^al 
and subsequently eight lay Assistant Commissioners were appointed by your Excellency 
and two additional Sub-Commissions were formed. The six Sub-Commissions continued 
to work until the beginning of December, 1887, when they were further strengthened 
by the addition of four similarly constituted Sub-Commissions. Thus, 40 lay Assistant 
Commissioners presided over by 1 0 legal Assistant Commissioners, worked up to the 
commencement of the summer vacation in the end of July last. 

The number of Fair Rent Notices disposed of during the year was as follows :

The entire number of Fair Rent Notices disposed of, both by the Land Commission 
and Civil Bill Courts, from the date of the passing of the Land Act to the 22nd August 
188S, was 146,267. 

The number of Fair Rent Notices awaiting trial by the Land Commission on the 22nd 
August, 1888, was 58,325, and by the Civil Bill Courts 2,992. Total, 61,317. 

During the past year under review 470 Miscellaneous Originating Notices were also- 
disposed of by the Commission, and since August 22nd, 1S81, 2,674. Of this class of 
notices there remained for hearing on the 22nd August, 1888, 237 cases. 

Fan- rents have been settled during the year by Court valuers without litio-ation in- 
78 cases. The total number of Fair rents so fixed, and by arbitration under the 46th 
section of the Act up to the 22nd August, 1888, was 942. 

During the year under review 5,763 rents were fixed in the Court of the Land 
Commission by originating declaration and agreement, under the provisions of the 8th 
section of the Act, and 139 in the Civil Bill Courts during the same period, making 
the total number so fixed during the year 5,902. And from the 22nd August, 1881, 
up to the 22nd August. 1S88, a total number of 97,062 rents were fixed by originating 
declaration and agreement. 

The entire number of Fair rents fixed by all the methods provided under the Acts 
of 18S1 and 1887, up to 22nd August, 1S88, was 204,840, not including Judicial Leases, 
of which there were 113 executed, and Fixed Tenancies, of which there were 24. The 
number of cases withdrawn, dismissed, or struck out in Court was 38,516. The total 
number of applications disposed of was therefore 243,493. 

We disposed of 1.475 Appeals or rehearings from the decisions of the Sub- 
Commissions and Civil Bill Courts during the year. 

We held courts for such appeals and rehearings in every alternate week from 
November to August inclusive, with three or four exceptions, at seventeen different 
centres through the four provinces. In the intervening weeks during the same period 
we heard Appeals from the Dublin District, and also at our sittings in Dublin disposed 
of motions and other court business arising in connection with the cases awaiting hearing, 
and with the administration of the various Acts of Parliament which we have been called 
on to administer. These duties, with the superintendence and direction of various matters; 
of detail, and of official correspondence, especially during the sitting of Parliament, 
have fully occupied our time, and demanded constant attention. 

The right conferred by the Act of 1881 upon landlords and tenants to have every 
case involving either a question of law or of mere value reheard by the three Com- 
missioners sitting together, has been exercised to an extent which could not have 
been anticipated when the Act passed. In accordance with the intention indicated in 
the Act, we have imposed no restriction whatever on the exercise of this right save 
the lodgment of a simple notice and a map of the holding. We trust that the practice 
we have adopted of allowing parties to have access to the report of the Assistant Com- 
missioners in the "prescribed form” in each case where a rent is fixed, may operate to 
limit the number of appeals by satisfying the parties of the basis on which the Assistant 
Commissioners have arrived at their estimate of a fair rent. 

The form of Report now in use will be found in the Appendix. 

The number of appeals disposed of in the year was 2,317. 

;The total number disposed of from the passing of the Act to 22nd August, 1888, 
was 22,494. 
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The number of appeals lodged or reinstated during the year was 4,906. 

The number of appeals pending on 22nd August-, 188S, was 5,444. ' " 

The total rental dealt with under the Act of 1881 and 1887 during the seven years 
ending 22nd August, 1888, was £8,851,891. The aggregate judicial rent fixed in 
respect thereof was £3,093,807 — amounting to a reduction of 1 9*7 per cent, over the 
entire country. Particulars are given by counties in Table XXXIVa. 

The duty cast on the Commission of fixing the rent, and other conditions subject to 
which Sanitary authorities, are entitled to take plots of land for the purpose of building 
labourers’ cottages, has added considerably to the labours of the Commission and of 
the Clerical Staff. This should be taken into account in estimating the service dis- 
charged by the Commission. 

During the year under review rents were fixed and orders sealed in the case of 67 7 
applications by various Boards of Guardians, which, with those previously fixed, make 
the number of such ordersup to the 22nd August, 1888, 1,050. In addition, special orders 
were made in 828 cases by the Sub-Commissions for the erection or improvement 
of labourers’ cottages under the 19th section of the Land Law (Ireland) Act, 1881, 
making the total number of such orders 1,878 to the 22nd August, 1888. 

In addition to the orders of Sub-Commissions, and the orders made on rehearing 
and appeal, there were 9,227 orders made in Court and Chamber, dealing with appli- 
cations made by parties either on notice or ex parte. 

11,322 copies of orders made by the Land Commission, and 7,067 certificates of the 
filing of agreements, were issued during the year. 

The right conferred by the second section of the Land Law (Ireland) Act-, 18S7, upon 
lessees and grantees, to have leases or grants existing at the date of the Land - Law 
(Ireland) Act, 1881, and executed since the 1st January, 1869, declared to be void where 
the Court was satisfied that the acceptance thereof was procured by threat of eviction 
or undue influence or other inequitable means, was limited to proceedings taken within 
six months from the 23rd August, 1887. 

Under this section only 55 applications were made, and of these 13 have been 
disposed of. 

The Act of 18S7 also imposed on us the very onerous duty of the temporary 
adjustment of judicial rents, fixed in each of the years 1881 to 1885 inclusive, by 
reference to the difference in prices affecting agriculture between the year 1887 and each 
of the above mentioned years. 

The importance of the subject, and the probability that the order we were called on 
to make would have a wide application in transactions between landlord and tenant, 
and not be confined only to rents which had been judicially fixed, led us to devote a 
very considerable amount of time and labour to the inquiry, with the desire to make 
the results arrived at as accurate as it was possible to make them with the means at 
our disposal. Immediately after the passing of the Act we took the steps which 
appeared to us necessaiy for the purpose of giving effect to the intentions of the Legis- 
lature. It was essential not only to collect the prices affecting agriculture in the 
several years referred to, but also the prices of the year 1887, with which the former 
were to be compared. This necessity rendered it essential to keep the inquiry open 
till towards the close of the year. On the 23rd December, 1§87, Mr. Commissioner 
Litton and Mr. Commissioner Wrench, signed and sealed our order with schedule 
annexed, and on the 3rd January we presented to your Excellency a special report with 
respect to the discharge of our duties, under the section of the Act now under notice. 
Mr. Justice O’Hagan did. not sign the order, for the reason expressed by him in the 
report to which we have referred. 

The administration of the Temporalities of the late Established Church was handed 
over to the Land Commissioners in the year 1881 by the 44 and 45 Vic., c. 71. 

In 1881 the annual income receivable in respect of the Church Estate which, under 
the Act referred to became vested in the Land Commission, was as follows : —

By the same report the then existing capital liability at the same period was stated 
to be £9,400,000, which included the following charges placed by Parliament on the 
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property, but which was less by £300,000, not at the time borrowed under the Reliet 
of Distress Act, making the capital liability £9,100,000, at the date referred to :

During the seven years which have elapsed Parliament has subjected the Church 

Estate to several obligations, amounting in the aggregate to £1,321,862, as follows :

In addition to which Parliament has also imposed the obligation of the payment of a 
perpetual annuity of £20,000 for the Royal University. 

Thus the total liability as it stood in 1881, with the charges since imposed amount to 
£10.421,862, while by payments made in the interval, it now stands at but £8,503,503. 

The original debt of £9,000.000 due to the Commissioners for the Reduction of the 
National Debt which was incurred by the Church Commissioners for the purposes of 
the Irish Church Act has been reduced during the year under review -by £276,430. 
The balance of that debt, which in August, 1SS1, stood at £5,400,000, and at date of 
our last report at £4,002,216, is now £3,725,786.

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The total receipts, ordinary and extraordinary, daring the year ended March 31st, 
1888 , were £588,062, against £612,348 received during the preceding year. This sum. 
includes capital sums received by the redemption of annual instalments in lieu of 
tithe-rentcharge consequent on sales under the Purchase of Land Act, 1885.

The amount received in respect of sales and redemptions forming part of the corpus 
of the Estate, has been paid to the National Debt Commissioners. Payments made 
in respect of the amount received from “sales and redemptions” should in strictness be 
applied to reduce the annual charge of £295,704 : — the annuity fixed in 1881, on the 
basis that by such annual payment the £4,900,000, the capital debt then dealt with, 
would thereby bo discharged in the year 1905. We suggested to the Lords of the 
Treasury that each year the annuity payable in respect of the original debt should 
be reduced in proportion to the capital amount redeemed by the annual payments made 
on account of the principal of the debt. Their Lordships, however, preferred to retain 
the annuity at its full amount as fixed in March, 1881, and thereby accelerate the period 
when the capital debt will be discharged. 

In view of tire decreasing income of the estate arising from the terminable nature 
of a considerable portion of the Church receipts, as also from the reduction in the 
rate of interest effected by the Acts of I8S5 and 18S7, the redemption of charges con- 
sequent on sales under Lord Ashbourne’s Act, and the extension of time for the repay- 
ment of principal moneys secured by instalment mortgages, and having regard to 
the reduced value of the property as it affects the security of the several charges 
imposed by Parliament on the estate, we are of opinion, the time has arrived when- 
an adjustment of the incidence of our liabilities should take place, for the ordinary 
income received during the financial year ending 3 1st March, 1888, was not sufficient to 
meet the annual charges as they are at present adjusted, without drawing on the 
extraordinary income to an extent sufficient to meet the deficiency. 

The arrear of income derived from tithe-rentcharge and annual instalments in lieu of 
tithe-rentcharge unpaid on the 31st March, 1886, was £123,546 135. Id on the , 31st 
March, 1887, £159,243 17*'. 9cl., and on the 31st March, 1888, £193,225 8 s. lOrf. 

We regret to have to report the existence of this considerable increase in the arrears 
of tithe-rentcharge, and annual instalments in lieu of tithe-rentcharge. 

The social condition of the country as it affects the owners of land, by whom as a 
rule the charges in question are payable, has imposed on us the duty of considering in 
many individual cases claims not to press for immediate payment. In many instances 
where it has been shown that the non-payment of the charge is owing to the accumula- 
tion of arrears and extreme difficulty in the collection of rent, we have allowed time 
for payment. On the other hand, in cases where no sufficient reasons are afforded, or 
where we have found that rents have been received by the party liable, and have been 
applied in payments of charges and outgoings subsequent in priority to the tithe- 
rentcharge or annuity substituted therefor, or where by delaying proceedings we have 
reason to believe that the ultimate recovery of the public charge would be endangered 
—we have felt it to be our duty to resort to legal proceedings. In 33 cases receivers 
have been appointed by the Chancery Division at our suit, and are now in receipt of 
the rents of lands subject to our charge. And in 244 cases receivers appointed at 
the suit of creditors have been notified by the Judges of the High Court to our 
department under a rule of court recently made at our instance. 

As regards the saleable value of tithe-rentcharge, being of opinion that the re- 
demption price of that charge should be reduced from 22 i years’ purchase to 20 years’ 
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purchase— we were joined by our colleagues who administer the Purchase Department 
in making a recommendation to that effect to the Lords of the Treasury. 

The investigation of liability of lands to tithe-rentclmrge, rendered necessary under 
the circumstances detailed in our last Report, has been carried on during the year under 
review with satisfactory results. One hundred and nine parishes, containing- 1,442,580 
acres, and subject to £23,583 annual tithe-rentcharge, payable by 1,984 persons, have 
been investigated and mapped during the year. In all 551 parishes, containing 
6,146,211 acres, and subject to £99,737 annual tithe-rentcharge, payable by 10,905 
persons, have been investigated. 

We regard this work as of great importance : the record when finished will afford a 
complete revised rental of the Church estate, and the work already accomplished has 
resulted in discovering and securing considerable sums, which would have been lost but 
for the investigation. 

It may be deemed a matter of interest in a public point of view to note the position 
at present held by tenants of Church lands, who purchased their holdings, and the 
purchasers of residues under the Church Act of 1869, as regards the manner in which 
their obligations have been met. 

In each case a sum not exceeding three-fourths of the purchase-money was allowed 
to remain outstanding, either upon simple mortgage at 4 per cent, or upon instal- 
ment mortgage calculated at the same rate of interest. 

The capital amount due in respect of simple mortgages, on the 31st day of March, 
1886, was £683, S50. The annual receivable interest on simple mortgages amounts to 
£27,452. The annual instalments receivable in respect of instalment mortgages to 
£62,904 — together £90,356. 

The arrears unpaid in respect of each class of security on 3 1st March, 1888, were — 
on simple mortgages £13,025, instalment mortgages, £41,290 — total, £54,315. Of this 
arrear £47,912 is duo by purchasers of perpetuities, perpetuity vents and purchasers 
of residues, and but £6,403 is due by tenants of yearly or other terminable tenures who 
purchased their holdings under the Church Act. 

By the Act of last year (50 & 51 Yic., cap. 32, sec. 25) the Legislature afforded 
some relief by authorizing the reduction of interest., in the case of the purchasers of 
Church lands, from 4 per cent, to per cent. The concession was not extended to the 
case of purchasers of perpetuity rents. The Act also enabled us, with the sanction of the 
Treasury, to capitalize arrears which had accrued due, upon certain conditions, and 
also to extend the term for repayment, so as to reduce the burden of the annual instal- 
ment according to the special circumstances of each case. 

The provisions of the statute have undoubtedly afforded relief to the class of persons 
to whose securities they applied. The annual payments of 923 Church purchasers have 
been reduced. Arrears to the amount of £18,461 have been capitalized. The de- 
crease of annual income caused by the operation amounts to £8,100 a year ; the 
reduction of interest from 4 per cent, to 3£ per cent, being £l,800, and that caused by 
extending the period for redemption, £6,300. 

In 114 cases, which are considerably in arrear, the Church purchasers in default have 
not taken advantage of the provisions of the statute. 

Up to the passing of the 48 & 49 Vic., cap. 73, commonly called Lord Ashbourne s 
Act, the number of advances made under the purchase clauses of the Act of 1881 was 
731. The amount advanced was £240,554. The half-yearly instalments payable in 
respect of the advance were £11,399 11s., and by the reduction from 3;} per cent, to 
3| per cent., and by the extension of the term for repayment under the 50 & 51 Vic., c. 
33, sec. 27, the annual instalment is now £9,221 3s. The sum of £l,441 or 15^ per 
cent, was in arrear on 22nd August, 1888, of which, however, £752 lSs. 9 d. had 
accrued due only on the 1st of May. 

We desire to call attention to the very efficient manner in which the collection 
department of the Commission, with which is combined the administration of the 
Church revenues and property, is administered. We believe that in no department ot 
the public service is so much work done at so small a cost. An annual income of 
over £700,000 is collected from 40,000 persons principally by half-yearly payments. 
The entire cost of the department (which not only collects the payments under the 
Church Act and respective Land Acts of 1881 and 1885, but also administers the Church 
estate) including salaries, house rents, travelling expenses, investigation of tithe-rent^ 
charge, and other necessary matters, amounts in all to but £14,000 a year. The cost 
of mere collection does not exceed f per cent, on the amounts collected. 
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The actual expenditure of the Commission for the year ending 31st March, 1888, 
was £73,049, of which £34,445 represents the expenses of the Central Office, including 
the salaries of Commissioners and other officers, the expenses connected with the 
Land Sales Department under the Purchase of Land Acts, and general outgoings. The 
sum of £38,604 represents the expenses connected with, the duties discharged by 
Sub-Commissioners. The cost of the Church Property Branch, £14,000, is paid out of 
Church income.

PART IT. 

Report of Commissioners appointed under tiie Purchase of Land (Ireland) Act, 1885. 

We, the Commissipners appointed under the provisions of the 17th Section of the 
Purchase of Land (Ireland) Act, 18S5, beg to submit the following Report to your 
Excellency. 

The progress of business in our department during the past year has been satisfactory. 
The provisions of the Land Law (Ireland) Act, 18S7, so far as they relate to the purchase 
of land, have tended much to facilitate our proceedings and expedite sales. In order to 
give effect to those provisions we issued early in last December a revised code of Rules 
and Forms which have since been and are now in force. 

During the year just closed £1,599,271 was issued as against £1,196,939 in the year 
ending 21st x\ugust, 1887, and as against £494,990 during the year ending 21st 
August, 1886 — the amount issued during the last six months being over one million. 

4,470 conveyances and vesting orders were executed during the year under review as 
against 2,518 in the year ending 2lst August, 1887, and 1,204 in the year ending 21st 
August, 1886. 

Advances amounting to £21 2,085 have been paid into the Bank of Ireland, under the 
provisions for expediting proceedings on sales contained in the 1 4th section of Act of 1 85 7. 

During the three years ended 21st August, 1888, 1,010 abstracts of title were lodged, 
and in 902 of these directions had been issued, leaving 108 to be disposed of at that 
date. Having regard, however, to the great influx of business, and the smallness of our 
staff, we deem it necessary to apply to Your Excellency and the Lords of the Treasury 
for further clerical aid to enable us to dispose of the pending business with greater 
rapidity. 

Arrangements have been made with the Ordnance Survey Department for the re- 
vision of surveys, and the drawing of maps upon conveyances and vesting orders, which 
have proved most satisfactory. 

Rules have been made by the Commissioners of Public Works, with the approval of 
the Treasury, to facilitate the apportionment and redemption of Land Improvement and 
Drainage Charges in the cases of sales to tenants. 

Under the 15th section of the Land Law Act, 1887, we were empowered in the cases 
of sales under the Land Law Acts to fix the redemption price of Crown and Quit Rents, 
with the consent of the Commissioners of Woods, Forests, and Land Revenues, and of 
Tithe-rentcharge, payable to the Land Commission with the consent of the Commis- 
sioners of the Treasury. Accordingly in 1887, we recommended to the Commissioners 
oi Woods and Forests, that the price of Crown and Quit Rents should be reduced from 
twenty-five years to twenty-two years purchase, and we proposed to the Commissioners 
of the Treasury that the price of Tithe-rentcharge should be reduced from twenty-two 
and a half years, being the price named in the Church Act of 1869, to twenty years. 
The Commissioners of Woods and Forests have not acceded to our recommendations, 
and the redemption price of Tithe-rentcharge is still under the consideration jof the 
Commissioners of the Treasury. In the cases in which we have ordered the redemption 
°f Lay Tithe-rentcharge, we have fixed the price at twenty years. 
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Under the 24th section of the Purchase of Land Act, 1885, £5,000,000 was granted 
to the Land Commission for the purposes of advances to tenants and of purchases of 
estates. During the three years ending 21st August, 1888, 14,002 applications were 
received for advances amounting to £5, 800, 369, being £800,369 in excess of the funds 
thus placed at our disposal. Of the amount so applied for we sanctioned 11,445 appli- 
cations for loans amounting to £4,718,844, and of the amount so sanctioned we issued 
8,193 loans amounting to £3,294,200. This includes the sum of £70,8G8 the purchase- 
money of twelve estates bought by us in the Land Judges’ Court under the 5 th section 
of the Act for resale to the tenants. 1,377 applications for £707,894 were rejected 
by us on the ground of insufficiency of security or for other reasons. In 519 of these 
cases, in which £243,469 had been first applied for, we subsequently sanctioned upon 
new applications, advances to the amount of £204,210, leaving the sum of £503,684 as 
representing applications rejected at the close of the three years. 

Applications for advances to the amount of £281,156 (being the difference between 
the £5,000,000 at our disposal and £4,718,844 sanctioned), which were then under 
investigation, are now being provisionally sanctioned. In the cases of applications 
in excess of the grant, while we have taken the necessary steps to ascertain the suffi- 
ciency of the security, we have made no further orders pending the decision of the 
Legislature as to further grants for the purposes of the Act. 

Of the 8,193 loans issued, amounting to £3,294,200, 4,671 to the amount of 
£1,284,792 were for Ulster ; 1,465, amount £989,328, were for Munster ; 1, ISO, amount 
£788,600 were for Leinster, and 877, amount £231, 4S0 were for Connaught. 

In the cases in which advances have been provisionally sanctioned during the three 
years the average prices taken in counties ranged from 19‘8 to 13'2 times the rent, the 
average price for all Ireland being 17 '4 times the rent. 

Out of the total number of cases ill which loans have been issued, 98 were to tenants 
who applied for sums not exceeding three-fourths of the purchase-money under the 
provisions of the Laud Law Act, 1881, In 72 cases the tenants have lodged the neces- 
sary guarantee deposits ; iu the remaining cases the guarantee deposits have been 
retained by us out of the purchase-money as provided by the Purchase of Land Act, 
1S85. The total amountof the guarantee deposits so lodged or retained was £G51,932, 
of which £45,447 has been invested upon the application of the parties interested 
therein in securities, as authorized by the Act of 1887. In the cases of the holdings of 
two defaulting purchasers portions of the guarantee deposits were, with the concurrence 
of the guarantors, applied in discharge of the amount due thereon. 

The receipt of instalments in repayment of advances under the Purchase of Land 
Act, 1885, has been most satisfactory. From the passing of the Act to the 1st of May 
last £90,630 had accrued due in respect of interest and instalments, the number of 
payers ou the books of the Commission being 4,070. The number of payers in arrear 
on the 21st of August was 299, the amount due by them being £4,306. Since the 21st 
of August this- arroar has been reduced to £2,252, due by 168 payers. With the excep- 
tion of £341 which was payable in November, 1887, the entire of this arrear is in respect 
of the half-yearly instalments, amounting to £39,720, which accrued due on the 1st of 
May last. As many of these purchasers were in the habit of paying their rents annually 
or at uncertain periods it was at first not easy to induce them to see the necessity of strict 
punctuality in the discharge of their engagements to the State, hut the vast majority 
have paid their annuities with creditable regularity and without legal or other pressure. 
The communications which have been received from many of those in arrear evince 
.an earnest desire to meet their liabilities. In the few cases of real default active steps 
are being taken for the recovery of the amount due. 

In the earlier period of the operation of the Act its principles and our procedure were 
necessarily new to landlords, to tenants, and to legal practitioners, and many impediments 
existed which have been removed by the Act of 18S7. All parties .interested have, 
however, now come to understand the facilities afforded to them by the Act, which has 
thus become the basis of friendly negotiation and peaceful settlement in nearly every 
county in Ireland.
